FIRST DAY 



Mitchell, S. Dak., Oct, 1904. 

The Twentieth session of the Dakota Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, convened in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, Mitchell S. 
Dak., at 9 o’clock, a. m.. Bishop John W. Hamilton, D. D. L.L. D., presiding. 

The Conference joined in singing Hymn 798. After reading the Tenth 
Chapter of Matthew, the Bishop led in prayer, and assisted by the Presiding 
Elders and the Pastor of the church, administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper.

I Hour of Meeting — It was voted that the hour of meeting be fixed at 8:30 

a. m., and the hour of adjournment at 11:45 a. m., the first half hour to be de- 
voted to devotional exercises. 

Methodist Review — J. T. Gurney was elected canvasser for the Metho- 
dist Review. 

Special Collections--On motion of T. H. Youngman, all monies collect- 
ed for charitable purposes and raised for evangelistic work, be included in 
the Statistics under the head of other collections. 

Committees — On motion of Thomas Nicholson a committee consisting 
of T. H. Youngman, H. S. Wilkinson and W. L. Meinzer were elected to de- 
termine what shall be included under the head of other benevolences. The 
f list of standing committees was called and revised. 

Papers — Certain papers were distributed to various committees by the 
Bishop. 

L. T. Guild— Upon the recommendation of Bishop Hamilton, L. T. Guild 
was re-admitted on a certificate of location from the DesMoines conference, 
and his transfer to the Northern Minnesota Conference was announced. 

F. A. LaVlolette— A communication from F. A. LaViolette, pastorof the 
Methodist Episcopal church, Juneau, Alaska, and a former member of this 
Conference, was read by the Secretary, and a fitting response to the same was 
ordered by the Conference. 

Introductions — E. R. Graham, junior agent of the Western Methodist 
Book Concern; F. E. Hall, field agent of the Anti-Saloon League; E. E. Smith 
of the Central New York conference; J. D. Taylor, of the Rock River confer- 
ence, were introduced. 

E. R. Graham addressed the Conference. 

Conference Relations — Voted that all candidates for admission on 
trial, by credentials and on certificates of location, also those to be received 
into full connection, be required to appear before the Committee on Confer- 
ence Relations, and all the cases of supernumeraries and superannuates, and 
those who are likely to have their relations changed to either of the above 
relations be referred to the same committee. In all cases where the Presiding 
Elders are unanimous, cases may be referred by them to the Committee on 
Conference Relations.

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Dakota University — The report of the Board of Trustees of Dakota Uni- 
versity was presented by Dr. Thos. Nicholson and was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education, and on his motion was made the special order for 10:30 
o'clock, tomorrow. 

Statistical Session — A statistical session was ordered for 1*30 o’clock 
p. m. 

Adjournment — ii^ommittees were called, announcements made and after 
singing the Doxology the Conference adjourned with the benediction by the 
Bishop.

T. H. Youngman — The following resolution was adopted: Believing 
that the interests of the American Bible Society in this State could be greatly 
enhanced by the services of Dr. T. H. Youngman as its agent, we most cor- 
dially recommend him to this society for such service. 

Special Committees — A committee consisting of G. E. Webster, T. H. 
Youngman and J. P. Jenkins were elected to devise a feasible plan for a Con- 
ference Relief Association. The following committee was appointed to con- 
duct a campaign of protest against the repeal of the Anti-Canteen Law: N. 
A. Swickard, A. E. Carhart and J. O. Dobson. 

A. W. Thurston was appointed to solicit pledges for the establishment of 
a mission in Jerusalem under the auspices of our church.

Missionary Appropriations — The missionary appropriations, submitted 
by the Presiding Elders, were approved. 

Moving — Voted that pastors moving this year are permitted to remain 
on their former fields until after election. 

Presentation — A well-filled purse was presented to Duane Rifenbark, 
retiring^ Presiding Elder of the Watertown district, by the Bishop on behalf 
of the Pastors of that District. 

Transfers — The transfers of J. W. Lucas from the North Indiana Con- 
ference; J. Ogden Winner from Newark Conference; Joel A. Smith from Cen- 
tral Ohio Conference; John L. Seaton from Upper Iowa Conference; and W 
H. Jordan to the Northern Minnesota Conference were announced.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS 



ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 

The Aberdeen District has within its bounds 22 pastoral charges, with 50 
preaching places that have sabbath services. There arc 33 churches, 43 Sun- 
day schools and 19 parsonages. The property value of churches and parson- 
ages is over $78,000. Twenty-one heroic, consecrated men have been in 
charge of these churches the past year, and have labored with marked fidelity 
to promote the interests of God and his church. 

As we come to review the work of the year, we find some things which 
we could wish were otherwise; but there are many things for which we are 
thankful. God has been very good; and while we cannot undesrand all of 
His Providences, yet we know in whom we have believed. 

Only a few changes have taken place during the year. E. C. Grimshaw 
having proved unworthy, left Andover a month after conference, and Rev. 
G. W. Hickman, a Supernumerary of the Minnesota conference, supplied for a 
few weeks until a pastor could be secured. Rev. N. M. Shaw, of Vermont, 
filled out the conference year. At the request of the Presiding Elder of "Wa- 
tertown District Rev. B. W. McEldowney, of Bristol, was appointed to Henry 
in May, and Bristol has been supplied very acceptably since that time by 
Bro. E. E. Smith, a member of the Central New York conference. Herreid 
and Mound City have been supplied this year by C. E. Oder and N. P. John- 
son. Cuthbert Bernard, a student from Evanston, served the Doland charge 
for three months while the pastor and family were visiting friends in Eng- 
land. Soon after conference Irving B. Holman was secured for the Butler 
charge. All the other charges have been served by the Pastors appointed at 
Conference. 

Material improvements have been made in several places. A neat and 
substantial church has been ereeted at Butler at a cost of about $1400 and 
with a donation of $250 from the Church Extension Society will be clear of 
debt, except $100. A new parsonage at Frederick will be ready for occupancy 
by the close of Conference, costing some $1200. Minor improvements such as 
papering and painting have been made in nearly all the places on the District. 

The long standing debt on the church at Leola has been provided for, al- 
so the debts on the churches at Columbia and Doland. The remnant of the 
debt on the parsonage at Claremont has been paid. Mellette has cleared up 
all their debt on the parsonage and Britton has paid about one half of their 
indebtedness so that only some $200 remains to be paid. 

During the year the old church at Ordway was sold and the Church Ex- 
tension debt met. Ordway, once a flourshing town and an aspirant for the 
Capital, and now but four apologies for houses remain. "What a warning! 
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Negotiations have been had looking to the sale of the church at Roscoe, once 
a town of 600 to 700 inhabitants, now possibly 75 souls, all told. When this 
sale shall have been completed 'all church debts on the District will have 
been paid. Aberdeen looks forward hopefully to a $25,000 church in the near 
future, the present church being too small to hold the congregations. The 
benevolent apportionments will be met in nearly all the places, though the 
rusted wheat crop will have some effect on the collections and salaries. 

Last year $3.33 was given per member to the church benevolences from 
the Aberdeen District, we trust this year may be as large. 

The Sunday Sehools on the District seem to have increased in numbers 
and interest during the year. In many of the places the Epworth Leagues 
sre very helpful to the Pastor in his work. Intense commercialism is not 
helpful to spiritual work, yet this year has been marked by a revival spirit. 

In most of the charges where special meetings have been held the pastors 
have been their own evangelists. 

Members of the Salvation Army rendered efficient work in meetings held 
at Frederick where forty-seven professed conversion and at Frankfort and 
Doland where over seventy were converted and forty-six joined the church 
on probation. 

At Ashton, Bro. Stewart, the singer, aided the pastor and over eighty pro- 
fessed conversion, mostly adults. Special meetings were held in Aberdeen 
by the pastor, with good results to the church. Some sixty have united with 
the church during the year, from probation and by letter. 

At Bath and Conde revivals were held by the pastors, resulting in ten 
accessions in each place. 

In June a camp-meeting was held on the Leola circuit with good results. 
Nearly one hundred knelt at the alter in the large District tent the last Sun- 
day. 

Revivals were held by the pastors at Bristol, Butler, Bowdle, Claremont, 
Groton, Mellette, Northville and Warner, by which the churches were 
strengthened. 

To have lived and labored with heroic men in a noble cause gives char- 
acter and tone to any life. For five years we have labored with men, who 
have seized and held most tenaciously and lived most consistently, the one 
central essential life idea of Christianity, that is "That man is a child of God," 
And when men like these are willing to pour out their lives in the endeavor 
to convince thoughtless, sinful men that their Father is their Father, and in 
spite of difficulties and of Devils, that the way is wide open to the throne, it 
is the bravest thing a man can do. To do this patiently, and thoughtfully, is 
sublimely heroic. 

These men could make their way successfully into all avenues of toil, 
either by trade or profession. But they are content to type and shape a civ- 
ilization that shall people forever the city that hath foundations. It is with 
thanksgiving to God for his goodness and his love that we give this brief re- 
port of the year’s work.

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HURON DISTRICT. 

The year on the Huron district has been one of hard work and faithful 
effort by devoted men of God. Most of the charges have enjoyed good pros- 
perity, while a few of them have stood still. Sickness greatly hindered our 
beloved Dr. Youngman, nevertheless Huron enjoyed a good year, finances in 
full, benevolences large, church property improved and thirty-three hopeful 
probationers added to the roll. 

Sickness and death invaded the home of Brother S. M. Davis and left him 
without a helpmate, but he bravely took up the work of life alone and closed 
out his pastorate at Cavour successfully, having provided for the debt on the 
church with enough more to paint the building. Brother Henry Preston had 
a fine year at DeSmet, adding to the membership and improving the property. 
Jas. T. Gurney did most excellent work at Iroquois and Esmond. A goodly 
number of young people were brought into the Church. The debt at Esmond 
was paid and new pews put into the church at Iroquois. Winthrop was 
served for half the year by E. O. Bierly. This is a very loyal and delightful 
circuit. O. A. Phillips had a great year at Hitchcock and Tulare, building 
two churches and one parsonage and paying in full for all. 

A. D. Thibadeau had a splendid year at Redfield. The fine new church is 
his monument. It is a gem, and fully provided for. As usual Paul H. Mac- 
Beth had a good year at Faulkton, benevolences all in full with the old debt 
as good as liquidated and many accessions to the church. Lebanon enjoyed 
the faithful and energetic services of C. J. Gall and shows some advancement 
over former years. Gettysburg mourns the loss by sickness of Pastor Arnold 
but bravely pushed on to the end of the year. Forest City is greatly weak- 
ened by removals. Pierre enjoyed a good, strong year under G. T. Notson. 
Benevolences were greatly advanced and substantial additions were made to 
the membership. 

Blunt and Onida kept the faith and made a little progress in some lines 
but retrograded in others. Blunt subscribed its old debt. Highmore dis- 
tinguished itself by paying off its long-standing indebtedness to the Church 
Extension Society. Miller had an unusual year, adding many to its member- 
ship, improving its edifice and providing for the Church Extension debt at 
St. Lawrence. Wessington has enjoyed a prosperous and peaceable year 
under the able pastorate of A. C. McLean. The salary was advanced and the 
property improved with good interest in the Sunday school and the Sabbath 
services. 

C. L. Fillebrown had a splendid pastorate at Wolsey and so impressed 
himself upon his people that a universal demand was made for his return. 
Burdette has bloomed out into a brand new $1400 parsonage under the inspir- 
ing ministrations of A. L. Cathers. Alpena has enjoyed a blessed, spiritual 
year under the ministry of P. O. Bunt. Good work along all lines, benevol- 
ences in full, pastor’s return unanimously desired. Wessington Springs had 
been blessed by a year of work among the children. ' Pastor Brown believes 
with the Presiding Elder that this is- the most neglected of all fields in 
Methodism and yet the most firuitful of all. The gathering of so many 
children into the church has proven a great blessing not to the children alone 
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but also to the parents and the entire membership. Here lies the key to the 
Kingdom. 

Every one of the old and long standing Church Extension debts on the 
district has been provided for by good subscriptions this year, thank God.

MITCHELL DISTRICT. 

Under the blessing of God, this sixth year of our work has been the best 
of all. Death has not entered our ranks, and severe illness has been a rare 
visitor in our homes. The parsonages at Canistota, Artesian, Fulton, Letcher 
and Tyndall have been made happy by the coming of a new member to the 
family circle. My own health has been uniformly good and lhave not missed 
a single appointment from illness. 

As this is the closing of our six years’ term, a brief review of the work 
may be of interest to the Conference. On coming to the District, I found 
eighteen pastoral charges with sixteen pastors at work; now we have thirty 
charges to report for next year. We had twenty-two church buildings, all 
except three under debts more or less embarassing. We report to this Con- 
ference thirty-seven with not a single embarassing debt. We found eight 
parsonages all of which have been replaced by better buildings with two ex- 
ceptions, and there have been added to the number twelve new ones, and 
nearly all these are thoroughly modem and no large debts rest upon them. 
Our ministers and people have become determined and confirmed enemies of 
debt. The membership of our church on the Mitchell District has been in- 
creased by about eight hundred. 

As to pastors’ salaries this is the showing from our minutes: $9,488 in 
1898; $19,800 in 1904; an increase of $10,302. We have reason to be 
pleased over our benevolent report. In 1898 we raised $1,867, this year 
$5,200; an increase of $3,300. The fact is that two charges, Mitchell and 
Alexandria, raise quite in excess of the amount raised by the whole district 
in 1898. Our churches in 1898 were valued at $48,300, this year $92,900; 
an increase of $44,600. Our parsonages $7,400, this year $31,475; an in- 
crease of $24,075. 

As to the present year, I am at a loss to know how to report what has 
been done for the advancement of Our Redeemer’s Kingdom. Progress has 
been made, our field enlarged and our membership increased. Very fmitful 
revivals have been held at a number of points. The meetings at Mitchell, 
Mt. Vernon, Tripp, Riverside, Platte and Bridgewater resulted in large acces- 
sions to the church. Nearly one hundred professed conversion in the Mit- 
chell meetings. Many of these were our brightest students. Almost every 
pastor held special meetings and in no case was the work barren of good 
results. 

The finest of our country churches was dedicated in mid-winter at La- 
Roche on the Chandler charge. The cost, $2,100. And an unusually at- 
tractive small church was completed at Fairfax, in Gregory County across the 
Big Muddy. Tyndall has the second best church on the district and River- 
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side on the Bard charge completes a fine building. This last is the greatest 
surprise of all. We are especially happy over our fine new parsonages this 
year. These buildings are among the largest and best on the district, and that 
is saying a good deal for we have very beautiful pastor’s homes at several 
other points. These new buildings are located at Mitchell, $4,000; Mt. Ver- 
non, $3,000; Artesian, $2,000; Plankinton, $2,000; Springfield, $1,000. Paid on 
old debts, $3600. The buildings and improvements amount in round num- 
bers to $10,500. 

We are getting ready for a great ingathering. With fine homes for our 
pastors, and churches with fair sized auditoriums, there is nothing to divert 
us from the all important work of soul winning. 

Let me speak of the field beyond the Missouri, Rosebud Agency and Ly- 
man county. In company with two of my pastors, I made a flying trip out 
into that widely famed region. We spent some hours in Bonesteel, that town 
that has made for itself no enviable reputation; but it is not wholly bad and . 
asks us to send a preacher to help make it better, and we shall accept the 
call. Fourteen miles to the north and west of this is Herrick, anew town on. 
the reservation, a very marvel. When we arrived there, the town was only 
three weeks old, and had over 300 inhabitants. Fifty buildings were either 
completed or under way. We were surrounded by about half a hundred men 
immediately upon our arrival. They had learned that we were ministers. It . 
would be impossible to describe their deep interest in our mission. When 
we told them that we were coming to help them all we could, and would 
send a preacher if they wanted one, and build a church in their midst, their 
response was the heartiest I ever witnessed. They stand ready to push this 
enterprise in the early spring. Brother Scott has secured lots in Burke, about 
9 miles further west, and in Gregory, 20 miles to the northwest. These towns 
are located in the midst of beautiful and productive claims, most of which 
will be occupied in the early spring by actual residents. There is no larger 
opportunity for our church in the west than Rosebud Agency. 

Lyman County is about 80 miles long and 40 miles in width. We have 
had one preacher to cover this vast region. There are seven preaching points 
established already, with fair congregations. Brother Hendricks, our pastor, 
has found the people ready to hear him, and in every instance they send an 
urgent request for preaching next year. They can pay but little for services 
but out of their poverty they are willing to divide with the preacher. I spent 
some time with them and can assure you that the case appealed to me. I said 
to them, we will not leave you without a shepherd. 

In the presentation of the benevolent causes; our pastors have been faith- 
ful and conscientious, and I am confident the showing will will be gratifying 
to the entire church. Had all succeeded as well as some, we could have 
shouted Hallelujahs that would reach the very throne. Brother James 
Crowther secured on his eharge over $4.00 per member for missions, and 
brought every other apportionment up to the full. The pastor at Mitchell 
secures $500.00 for missions and $500.00 for Dakota University and other ap- 
portionments all met. Others will report from $1,50 to $2.00 per member for 
missions and yet I cannot say definitely that we shall return $1.00 per mem- 
ber for missions from the entire district. 
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Let me speak for a moment on pastors’ salaries. In 1898 the average sal- 
ary of our pastors was $525, this year the salaries will average $725, exclu- 
sive of missionary money. We cannot boast of our Sunday schools or Ep- 
worth Leagues on the Mitchell District. If we are failing anywhere, it is in 
these departments. Yet I am sure the reports will show a slight advance. I 
wonder if the pledges we take at the altars of the church that we will faith- 
fully attend all the means of grace, include the Sabbath school? Some of our 
Ep worth snd Junior Leagues are doing grand work. Notably at Platte, Alex- 
andria, Mitchell, Plankinton and Farwell. Too much cannot be said of the 
Ladies Aid and W. F. M. societies on the field. Brethem, we can never 
tell the story of of these uncomplaining, quiet workers, who have made the 
success of these western fields possible. In every emergency of the church, 
these women have helped us. I am glad the president of the Ladies Aid, by 
virtue of her office, if a member of the church, becomes a member of the 
Quarterly Conference. I wonder if this honor should not be conferred on 
the President of the W. F. M. S. also? The class meeting on our district is 
not declining, but growing in interest and numbers. 

With keen satisfaction, I present the case of our University to this Con- 
ference. All the conditions are ripe for growth. Enlarged faculty, now 
numbering seventeen members. Improved facilities resulting from the op- 
ening of Memorial Hall and the remodeling of our old building, and the de- 
lightful atmosphere permeating every department of the institution. I would 
like to speak of the various members of the faculty, men and women 
thoroughly equipped for their work, and consecrated to our young people’s 
highest culture; but must content myself with a few sentences only: Of the 
President of our school. Dr. Thomas Nicholson, we have not been disappointed 
in him. We expected much, but he has measured far above our expectations. 
He has won the confidence of all classes, faculty, students, ministers, lay- 
men. We have come to believe that he can do anything he undertakes and 
it is characteristic of him to undertake large things. We report a hopeful 
financial outlook and an increased attendance with more satisfactory and 
thorough work than in any previous year of the school’s history. The en- 
rollment for this term is 280. 

Permit these closing words. I cannot form sentences that will adequate- 
ly express my gratitude to the brethem for their uniform kindness toward 
me, their hearty co-operation in the plans of the district and the helpful and 
encouraging words spoken. God be praised for the privilege of close associ- 
ation with such a body of Christian brothers.

SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT. 

This has been a year of steady plodding, rather than of startling innova- 
tions and unprecedented achievements, on the Sioux Falls District. Howev- 
er some things have come to pass; some splendid revivals have occurred, ma- 
terial improvements have been made and general onward and upward pro- 
gress, is noted. 
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The year opened with the only church dedication on the district during 
the year — at Valley Springs, on the Garretson Circuit, which occurred Octo- 
ber 25. The total indebtedness was cleared off in subscription which has 
since been paid, with perhaps, the exception of a small balance due this fall. 
The property is a little gem, by far the best in town. 

I should, perhaps, first refer to the changes in the personnel of the dis- 
trict pastorate since the reading of the appointments last year. The supply 
appointed to Burbank resigned after the first Sabbath, and C. E. Carroll, then 
a junior in Momingside College, was immediately appointed and has made an 
enviable record. The 4th Quarterly Conference unanimously asked for his 
return and I regret very much that he has since chosen another field for next 
year. C. W. Murr, supply at Marion, asked to be relieved in April, and J. B. 
Dibble kindly supplied the work on Sunday afternoons until June, when R. 
A. Carhart student at Boston University, came to the field and has done most 
excellent work. An exchange was effected the latter part of August between 
Bros. G. S. Parker, of Madison, and F. T. Krueger, of Florence, Colo., based 
principally upon health considerations in both families. Bro. Krueger com- 
menced his work among us on September 11, and thus soon had his hands up- 
on the vital interests of the Madison church. 

Since August 21, the Alcester work has been supplied gratuitously by the 
eager generosity of the neighboring brethren, a different one each Sabbath, so 
that all money paid in on salary might be applied to Sister Nicholls’ sup- 
port. This brings me to the saddest event of the year, the death of our dear 
brother and fellow-laborer, the Rev. Francis T. Nicholls. We all knew him 
and we all loved him. Faithful in service, exemplary in life, patient and re- 
signed in suffering, victorious in death, his pure spirit was released from an 
emaciated and diseased body at 10:30 p. m., on Friday, August 12. The fun- 
eral occurred on Monday following. Presiding Elder Dobson, Bros. Jam- 
ieson, Carhart, Dibble, Keckler and Bartle were present to assist the Presiding 
Elder in the conduct of the obsequies, and to act as pall bearers. A widow 
and two small children are left to experience the loneliness and sorrow of this 
loss. They may be comforted in the full assurance that the prayers and sym- 
pathy of this entire body have been for them. 

Two parsonages have been built this year. The one at Garretson is the 
metamorphosis of the old church building. Altogether inadequate for church 
purposes, it has become with additions and partitions and other changes, at a 
cost of $475, a neat, cosy little cottage, with besides, an ample bam for the cir- 
cuit rider’s faithful ponies. Bro. R. J. VanDer Voort has built a fine new par- 
sonage at Wakonda at a cost of $1850. 

Dell Rapids has enlarged its parsonage to double its original size, at a 
cost of $1225, and Flandreau has also made a generous addition costing $1100. 
A new bam has been added to the property at Colman. Our church at Yank- 
ton has made the greatest improvement that will be recorded this year. There 
is nothing left of the old property but the strong substantial brick walls. All 
things are new from the floor of the basement to the pinnacles of the towers 
that adorn either front comer. Steel ceilings and wainscoatings throughout, 
deep, commodious gallery across the front, increasing the seating capacity at 
least one-third, inclined floor, new opera chairs, cathedral glass windows, 
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league and class rooms, kitchen with modem conveniencies, toilet room, in- 
deed an up-to-date, well equipped church. These improvements have cost 
$4200. $3000 was subscribed by the members of the church alone, before the 
work began. 

The next best improvement in church building is now in progress at 
Hartford, where over $1200 is being expended, in doubling the seating capac- 
ity of the church improving the Sunday School facilities, also the heating 
plant, seating with opera chairs and rendering the building more adequate to 
the demands of a growing church, congregation and Sunday School. Minor 
improvements may be noted on church property at Elk Point, Richland, 
Irene, Parker, Marion, Dell Rapids. Flandreau, Riverview and Vermillion 
and on the parsonages at Montrose, Egan, Centerville, Parker, and Vermillion. 

It is a pleasure to announce the utter annihilation of Church Extension 
debts by our societies at Parker, Flandreau and Davis. First Church, Sioux 
Falls, has provided for its debt by subscription in note form payable in five 
annual installments. The first payment has been made and forwarded to 
Philadelphia. A troublesome debt of $368.20 against the parsonage at Hud- 
I son was raised only a week ago. 

Excellent revival meetings were held in many charges, those bearing the 
largest visible fruits being Davis, Yankton, Canton, Beresford, Dell Rapids, 
First Church, Sioux Falls, Gayville, Harrisburg, Montrose, Parker, Hurley 
; and Colman. Most of the brethren toiled hard and faithfully and their 

churches were greatly quickened, but some with few if any conversions. 
Camp meetings were held at Ben Clare, Harrisburg and on the Flandreau cir- 
cuit with fair results at each point, and the third annual Sub-district camp 
meeting proved usually fruitful. There have been about 425 conversions re- 
ported on the district, from which 275 were received into the church. Re- 
vival meetings were held on an average of four weeks upon each charge or 
circuit. 

There has been an increase of but 45 Northwestern Christian Advocates 
and 131 Epworth Heralds. The following charges will show advance in pas- 
tor’s support this year: Cauton, Yankton. Parker. Beresford, Colman, Hart- 
ford, Lennox, Jordan church, Sioux Falls. 

To three of our parsonages have come little ones during the year, and 
four of our pastors have have won helpmeets to double their efficiency. 

The Canton Epworth Assembly held its Fourth Annual con voca- 
ls tion June 30-July 12, and it is pronounced by all to rank first among the list. 

Dr. Swickard, president of the Conference Epworth League prepared a fine 
program for the Convention days which was of practical value to all dele- 
gates. 

The ministerial meetings of the year were well attended and very profit- 
able. President Nicholson was present at both and inspired us all with his 
lectures and sermons. Dr. J. B. Trimble, Missionary Field Seeretary, was 
present at the December meeting and stirred all who heard him. At the 
April meeting, which was the third annual association in union with the 

I Mitchell District, we were favored with the presence of Prof. Solon C. Bron- 

son, of Garrett Biblical Institute, whose class room lectures were a decided 
spiritual uplift. 
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The Epworth Leagues of the district, of which there are 35 chapters, are, 
with a few shining exceptions, a disappointment. Chistian testimony is sel- 
dom heard and only the reading of some text of scripture or selection from 
the Epworth Herald, in response to the leader’s call by number, engages the 
devotional hour. There is great need of stirring District or Sub-district ral- 
lies to stimulate and encourage our leaders. Of Junior Leagues we have 21. 
Some are thoroughly graded and doing first class work. Two Methodist Sun- 
day Schools have been created during the year. 

Bloomingdale and Richland, as a student appointment, has been worked 
admirably this year, and should be so continued. 

Colton is enjoying a railroad boom while enduring something of a rail- 
road fight. While we have selected a choice site for church and parsonage 
we have thought it best to wait until dust of grading and smoke of battle 
have cleared away before we begin our building enterprises. The work has 
so strengthened at Davis on the Lennox circuit, that a request has come for a 
division of the work and a resident pastor. 

I feel sanguine that the benevolences will make a good showing. I gave 
special attention to the Educational collection in my early quarterly rounds, 
which will show a gratifying increase. Missions, I think, from the collec- 
tions, will be at least equal to last year. 

I am more and more impressed with the growing need of the practice of 
systematic scriptural financiering by our members. 

This, with of course always, a great and gracious spiritual outpouring, is 
among the foremost needs of the Sioux Falls District. 

I have preached 167 times and held 123 Quarterly Conferences in person 
— all save one for the year. 

To the faithful and true ministers of the district who are so uniformly 
kind and tolerant, I would offer assurance of my hearty appreciation,

WATERTOWN DISTRICT. 

I can hardly realize that six eventful years have passed bringing me to 
the close of my work as Presiding Elder of the Watertown District. God has 
made it possible through the hearty co-operation of pastors and people, for 
this report to show some advance over the one made just previous to the be- 
ginning of my work. 

Times have been good and the people generally prosperous throughout 
the district. Real estate values have greatly increased, cities and villages 
have been built up and much improved, the volume of business enlarged be- 
yond expectation. For these reasons and others not named, the advance 
shown has been made possible. 

Not being able to secure the necessary reports for the current year, I use 
statistics of last year, feeling certain that the incoming reports will show 
some advance. 

The reports of 1898 show 2174 members and probationers. That of 1903, 
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2447. Increase of 273. This would be much greater had our numbers not 
been depleted by many removals to other parts of the country, comparatively 
few coming to take their places. A careful revising of Membership Records 
in many instances has reduced the number of members greatly. Salary re- 
port of 1898 shows $13,470 apportioned 1904, $19,035, increase $5,564. 

Missions, 1898, $862; 1903, $1,813; increase, $951. 

Total collections, 1898; $1,789; 1903, $5,358; increase, $2,569. 

Valuation of churches, 1898, $64,550; 1903, $85,800; increase, $21,250. 

Valuation of parsonages, 1898, $9,400; 1903, $26,620; increase, $17,220. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has done very good work dur- 
ing these years. There seems to have been five auxiliaries in 1898. Now 
there are thirteen. In 1898 the amount reported was $236, in 1903, $534. 

Number of Sunday School scholars, 1898, 2370; 1903, 3091; increase, 721, 
There does no seem to be much change in the number or work of the Epworth 
Leagues. 

Briefly, the work of present year, has been up to the average of the past 
years, perhaps in advance in some respects. 

Spiritual Work: Revival meetings were held at Bruce, Big Stone City, 
Lilly, Brookings, Clark, Clear Lake, Corona and Wilmot, Garden City, Hazel, 
Henry, Lake Preston, Hetland, Milbank, Sisseton and Peever, Watertown, 
Webster, White, Prairie Home and Willow Lakes. 

Many of these meetings were seasons of great blessing to the church and 
resulted in the conversion of quite a large number of souls. 

Prayer meetings are not as largely attended as they should be and in 
many instances the Class meeting is entirely ignored. Many times the im- 
portance of these meetings has been urged at Quarterly Conferences. May 
the time soon come when the people called Methodists shall appreciate their 
privileges and do their duty. Too many are spasmodic in their spiritual ex- 
ercises. A Methodist troubled with these spasms is a sorry spectacle, indeed. 
Hell only is glad. 

Church Property: A beautiful new church costing nearly $20,000 is near- 
ing completion at Brookings. This will be dedicated in November. 

The Arlington church has been enlarged, new pews and furnace put in 
and the property much improved with paint and paper. The same class of 
improvements has been made at Henry as at Arlington. A fine basement has 
been put under the Big Stone building. This is a much needed enlargement 
for Sunday School and social occasions. Sheds for teams have been built. 
Our church at Lilly has been greatly improved by the use of paint and the 
putting down of new pulpit carpet. A country church has been dedicated at 
Lake Cochrane, an out -appointment from Gary. At Wilmot the church and 
parsonage have been improved. 

At Corona a parsonage has been completed. Saturday evening, August 20, 
' a terrific cyclone swept through Willow Lakes demolishing many buildings 
and causing great damage to nearly all that were left standing. Our church 
was blown from its foundation and thrown against the parsonage which was 
badly crushed. The church was in a condition that permitted it to be turned 
over and placed back on its foundation. The tornado insurance, $1200.00, will 
repair the building and go far towards putting the parsonage in a habitable 
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condition. Pastor Isaac and family were uninjured, having taken refuge in 
the cellar. 

Benevolences: Generally speaking, the benevolences have been well 
looked after and will, I am sure, show a commendable increase over last year. 
During the early winter. Dr. Julius Smith, of Burma, spent four days on the 
district and gave addresses on Missions at Clark, Hazel, Watertown, Garden 
City and Bradley. His presence was an inspiration. 

In drawing this report to a close, I wish to thank all my brethren of the 
district for their uniform kindness, expressed in kind acts and words. To 
meet them from time to time has been an inspiration to me. The ties of friend- 
ship formed on earth, shall be strengthened in heaven. We say “Goodby” 
here, “but in that land of joy and song,” we’ll never say “Goodby.” 

I thank God that during my goings to and fro by rail and carriage cover- 
ing a distance sufficient to put me twice around the globe, no accident has 
befallen me. And that, though six years older than at the beginning of the 
term. He, who is eternally young, has kept me young in spirit, and I go on 
my way rejoicing in tha glow of perpetual youth,

REPORT OF DAKOTA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 

The total enrollment for the college year 1903-4 was 345; the number of 
students enrolled up to date of Conference, 270; a handsome increase over 
previous years. The records of the past fifteen years shows that 2700 differ- 
ent students have enjoyed the privileges of Dakota University. The first 
alumni record was prepared and published this year. It shows a total of 53 
graduates in the regular college course, 129 from the Normal department, 20 in 
music, 6 in art, a total of 208. The value of the grounds and buildings is 
$185,000. Century Memorial Hall has been opened for students and will be 
entirely completed before January 1st. It is almost completely filled the 
first term, there being only four rooms unoccupied; extensive repairs and 
changes made in College Hall. 

The faculty has been enlarged and strengthened, until it is one of the best 
in the State. The courses of study, also, have been greatly improved. There 
are now 24 full courses, running four hours a week throughout the yearf 
which arc offered to college students, and the preparatory courses have been 
correspondingly improved. The intellectual opportunities are now as strong 
as anything in the state. 

The necessary expenses of students at Dakota University are very mod- 
erate, indeed much more so than those at similar schools in surrounding 
states. We are of the opinion that the Conference scarcely realizes the great 
task of keeping up this splendid institution on the meagre support it re- 
ceives. Investigating the conditions of this Fall term, we find that in addi- 
tion to the low rates charged in every department, as outlined in the cata- 
logue, more than $1600 has been given by the college to its constituency as 
follows: The total reduction made to 33 students who have paid their board 
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bills in advance, thus securing $9 reduction for the year is $297; to 86 who 
have paid tuition and incidentals for the year and thus secured $5.50 reduc- 
tion, there has been a rebate of $475. To 22 persons who have paid room 
rent in advance, thus receiving 5 per cent, reduction, there has been $39 re- 
bate. In addition to this, 39 students, children of ministers or graduates of 
eighth grade schools, throughout the state, receive one-half rate tuition, the 
reductions amounting to $498. 12 students have free scholarships granted to 

one graduate of each high school who applies under certain conditions. 
These make a total reduction of $803. The institution is thus $1613 short of 
what it would have, had it received from each student the low rates of tui- 
tion and other expenses stated in our catalogue. This would amount to the 
total receipts of the college from forty students throughout the year, so that 
we could have forty students less and still have the same amount of money, 
if each one paid even the meagre amount asked in the catalogue. 

The necessary expenses of the coming year will be about $20,000. A care- 
ful estimate of the income as subjoined shows that all these expenses will be 
met if Conference gives 50c per member to the general fund. We request 
(and these requests were unanimously approved by Conference) that the ap- 
portionment for the general fund be 50c for each full member, as reported in 
the Minutes of 1904; that we raise an average of $2.00 per member on every 
charge as rapidly as possible to pay the indebtedness of Memorial Hall, in- 
curred by the completion of the building, the installation of the heating and 
lighting plant, in furnishing and opening of this Hall. Also, that an effort 
be made to raise $5000 among the Board of Trustees and $5000 from interested 
parties outside of our Conference. The Executive Committee offers a schol- 
arship, which will provide free tuition for one student for one year to 
every charge which, within this Conference, raises in cash or approved notes, 
or subscription, its full apportionment of $2.00 per member for the building, 
etc., and 50c a member for the general fund; the candidate for the free schol- 
arship to be designated by the quarterly Conference of each district, in con- 
junction with the pastor. 

We further ask that the Sunday preceding Thanksgiving, 1904, be set 
apart as a special day of prayer and for the presentation of the interests of 
Dakota Wesleyan University. It is not necessary that any collection shall be 
asked for on that day but each pastor will make the prayer meeting of that 
week and the services of that Sabbath a time of prayer for the spiritual inter- 
ests of the college, for its financial success and will endeavor to give infor- 
mation as to its value and its necessities. The November Bulletin will be a 
special number prepared for help in such a service. 

The past winter witnessed a great revival, nearly 100 students were con- 
verted and there was a steady growth throughout the year. The first Sunday 
of the school year was characterized by a meeting of great power, conducted 
by Dr. W. F. Anderson, Secretary of the Board of Education, and President 
Nicholson. More than a dozen people responded to the invitation to begin 
the Christian life. Several of these have already come into a religious ex- 
perience and two have united with the church on probation.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 



EDUCATION. 

The continued prosperity of our Universities, colleges and theological 
schools is a just cause for rejoicing. We note with pleasure the work being 
accomplished in Garrett, Drew and Boston, our theological institutes. 

We heartily commend the religious interest that has been aroused in our 
own college, resulting during the past year in about one hundred professed 
conversions. 

The college course has been strengthened, until now twenty-nine full 
four-hour courses are offered to students, which places our college depart- 
ment on a par with the best offered in our State. 

We congratulate the church and the Trustees on securing the Rev. 
Thomas Nicholson, D. D., for President of Dakota Wesleyan University. His 
wise plans, efficient work and pure Christian character place him in the front 
rank of college Presidents and gives to this young state a great leader in 
Christian education. 

We recommend the approval of the plan of apportionment, which calls 
for fifty cents per full member for the educational collection; also the plan 
embodied in the report of the Board of Trustees for raising money for the 
completion of Century Memorial Hall. 

We recommend the adoption of the plan for enlarging the Board of Trus- 
tees from twenty-one to thirty-six, including the manner of their nomination, 
by a committee consisting of the first ten visitors named by the Conference, 
two members of the Board and the President. 

We recommend the observance of the Sunday before Thanksgiving as Col- 
lege day, according to the plan suggested in the report of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

We nominate as visitors to Dakota Wesleyan University: G. D. Brown, 
W. A. Cave, W. L. Meinzer, P. H. MacBeth, W. D. Deeble. 

Garrett Biblical Institute: G. T. Notson, N. A. Swickard. 

We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher Christian edu- 
cation which is being accomplished by the Church through the Board of Edu- 
cation, and express our appreciation of the newly elected Secretary, Dr. W. 
F. Anderson. We note with satisfaction the report of special gifts to the 
Board of Education, and urge that Children’s day be observed and a collec- 
tion taken in every charge.

PLANS AND RULES EOR EXAMINATIONS IN THE CONEERENCE 
COURSE OE STUDY ADOPTED BY DAKOTA CONEERENCE. 



1— BOARD OF EXAMINERS 

The board of examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist of twelve 
members, who shall be nominated by the cabinet, and appointed by the pre- 
siding bishop. 

The board shall be divided into four classes, of three members each, 
whose terms of service shall, at the first appointment, be for one, two, three 
and four years respectively, and thereafter for four years successively; each 
examiner being eligible for successive re-appointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the chairman of the 
board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when appointments shall be 
made as for full terms. 

All appointments of examiners are to be made, if possible, as early as the 
third day of each Annual Conference session. 

2— OFFICERS 

The board shall organize by electing from its members, annually, at its 
first regular meeting, a chairman, a vice chairman, and a secretary, who shall 
perform the usual duties of these officers. 

The work of the secretary shall also include the keeping of a permanent 
book record of the standing and credits of all candidates subject to examina- 
tion by the board; and he shall report the same to the Conference when re- 
quired. This record shall also contain the credits allowed candidates for 
work done in our literary and theological schools. 

3— EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The officers of the board shall constitute an executive committee, which 
shall have authority, under direction of the board, to select the place and fix 
the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange the literary and religious program 
in connection with the same, and attend to all general matters of business in 
the intervals between board meetings. 

4— REGULAR MEETINGS 

The board of examiners shall hold three regular meetings each year as 
follows: 

1. At the seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of the annual 
session if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, for the election of of* 
ficers and the assignment of work for the year. At this meeting the various 
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exauninations and other work in connection therewith should be assigned 
definitely to the several members of the board; a schedule of the studies and 
subjects in the courses, with the names of examiners, and the times of exam- 
ination, should be prepared for publication in the Conference Minutes, or oth- 
erwise, and general plans outlined for the mid-year meeting of the board. 

2. A mid-year meeting to be held in the month of May of each year, the 
session not to continue longer than four days, usually from Tuesday to Friday 
inclusive; the first two days being devoted mainly to special reviews, the last 
two mainly to examinations. 

All undergraduates, and, as far as possible, all candidates for admission 
to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candidates for orders, are 
required to attend this mid-year meeting, unless excused from attendance, for 
adequate cause, by the chairman of the board. 

At this meeting examinations shall be conducted on at least one-half of 
the books or subjects on which examinations are to be conducted during the 
year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and religious exer- 
cises shall be provided in connection with the regular work of the session, for 
the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. 

In place of the mid-year meeting, the board may, at its option, provide 
for mid-year examinations at district meetings. 

3. The board of examiners shall also convene at the seat of the Annual 
Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session begins, to review 
and complete the work of the year, and especially to conclude the examina- 
tion of all candidates in the courses of study related to the work of that year. 
All examinations must be completed by the evening of the first day of the 
Conference session. 

5— SYSTEMATIC STUDY 

It shall be one duty of the board to secure more systematic work among 
the undergraduates in the four year’s course of study — a duty not less impor- 
tant than to provide for more careful examinations. Therefore as far as prac- 
ticable, the examiners shall give to the undergraduates and others, suggestions 
and instructions with reference to proper and profitable study of the books 
and subjects in all the required courses. 

6.— QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same time, 
shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each book or 
subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial," the board is in- 
structed to examine first in the “Elementary English Branches." and if the 
candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other examinations 
shall be postponed; and he shall be required to bring up these studies before 
he is admitted to examination in others. 

In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the Board of any

Examiner, he shall forward his list of questions to the Chairman, who will 
arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7— SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

All essays and sermons shall be graded, and the grading recorded, as in 
the case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations on text- 
books and subjects, as are reserved for the third meeting of the Board, shall 
be forwarded to the appropriate Examiners at least one month before the 
date of the Annual Conference. 

8— GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minimum grade, upon 
which a candidate in the regular Conference course, or for admission on trial, 
may be passed, is seventy per cent, on each study or subject. 

Candidates for local Deacons’ or Elders’ orders must reach the grade of at 
least sixty per cent. 

Each Examiner shall forward to the Secretary, as soon as practicable after 
the completion of the examination, the papers, certificates and grades of each 
candidate; and the Secretary shall file the papers, and make a permanent rec- 
ord of all grades and credits. On receipt of these certificates of grades and 
credits from the Examiner, the Secretary shall also promptly notify the can- 
didates in writing of the result of their examinations, which notification 
shall be to the candidates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examination, the Sec- 
retary shall notify the Chairman of the Board, as well as the candidate. 

9— APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any Examiner, 
the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and make the final de- 
cision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceding year shall be destroyed at the 
close of each session of the Annual Conference; and no appeal shall be enter- 
tained thereafter. 

10— MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who has failed 
to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three books to be read; or 
in one to be studied and two to be read; or who is delinquent and equivalent 
among in other required work; and no candidate shall be entitled to exam- 
ination in advance studies until he has brought up the work on which he is 
delinquent. 

11— FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expenses of the Board, an annual fee of one 
dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The under-graduates of the Conference shall forward this fee to the Sec- 
retary of the Board, annually, within sixty days of the adjournment of Con- 
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ference. On receipt of the money, the Secretary shall send the candidate a 
certificate which shall entitle him to all the privileges and examinations of 
the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also forward 
this fee of one dollar before they can be considered eligible for examination. 
At the third meeting of the Board a committee shall be appointed to audit 
the financial accounts of the Secretary. 

12— FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the Secretary of 
the Board as early in the year as possible the names of all candidates for 
orders. These will be expected to take their examinations at the regular 
meeting of the Board, and should be put in correspondence with the Secretary 
so as to learn the requirements which apply to them. 

13— PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of studies and 
assignments to Examiners, shall be printed from year to year in the Confer- 
ence Minutes, and if thought necessary, the Board may also publish the same 
in pamphlet form. 

14— AMENDMENTS. 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the revision 
and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented; but before they 
became a valid part of the plan, or are used or published by the Board, all 
proposed changes must be accepted by a vote of the Conference.

ADDENDA. 



1— SCHEDULE OF CLASSES. 

The Chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours for the 
meeting of each, to be strictly adhered to, at the Annual Conference examin- 
ation. 

2-SEPARATE BUILDING. 

The Board requests that a room, separate from the church in which the 
Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to hold examinations. 

3— GRADES FROM CONFERENCES. 

Acceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in every instance, be 
optional with the Board. A low grade, as a rule, will not be recognized. 



4— SPECIAL ADVICE. 



1. Examiners are expected as far as desirable to assist students in their 
work. Students should report progress and pursue studies under general 
directions of Examiners. No student will be permitted to take any examin- 
ations in advance of the year until all the work of the year has been com- 
pleted. 

2. At least one-half of the studies are required at the mid-year examin- 
ation. 

3. *Examinations will be given only at the times provided in the rules 
of the Board, except in cases of emergency at the discretion of the Chairman. 

4. Examiners and students should read in Discipline, Appendix 56-60, 
also in Conference Minutes, “Plans and Rules for Examinations.” 

5. Requirements for syllabi should be presented to students as early as 
February 1st of each year. 

6. The Registrar should receive reports from examiners of all studies 
presented, grading on a scale of 100 all papers on such studies. All syllabi, 
sermons, and essays that are accepted shall be graded a, b, or c, which shall 
represent the following values: a, 100 to 90; b, 90 to 80; c, 80 to 70. 

7. Each student should remit an examination fee of one dollar to the 
Registrar before the time of mid-year examinations. 

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of the 
Conference Courses of Study, and examinations thereon, the plans and meth- 
ods given above shall be followed, subject to revision and amendment. By 
order of the Conference.

REV. F. T. NICHOLLS 

Rev. F. T. Nicholls was born at Gunnis Lake, Cornwall, England, July 
16, 1858. He received a common school education, was converted at the early 
age of 16 and commenced to preach at 19. He served in England as a local 
preacher for nine years, coming to America in 1886, living in Michigan for a 
short time. In the fall of 1887 he joined the Dakota Conference on trial and 
was stationed at Twin Brooks, where he had done some work as a supply 
and where he remained until the following Conference when he removed to 
Frederick. In 1889 Brother Nicholls was ordained deacon, and left without 
an appointment to attend Garrett Biblical Institute at Evanston, 111. While in 
Garrett he served Oak Glenn and Northfield. 111., after which he returned to 
S. Dakota and served the following charges: Gayville, one year; Elk Point» 
two years; Yankton, one year; Parker, four years. During the last year of his 
pastorate at Parker his health failed, and he was compelled to rest from his 
work, spending a year with his family in England, returning to this beloved 
Conference last fall, and being appointed to the Alcester church. 

Brother Nicholls battled with poor health for several years but was brave 
and loyal to every detail of duty, and was happy in his work. In April an 
attack of pleurisy laid him by for several weeks but he rallied and bravely 
took up his pulpit work again, but with much suffering. In July he was 
again attacked, this time with fever, while he was trying to recuperate at the 
Canton Assembly. It was manifest then to his physician that his lungs were 
seriously affected. Soon afterward -he went to Wesley Hospital, Chicago, 
trying to find relief, but was given no encouragement and was advised to re- 
turn to his home, and ten days after reaching Alcester, his pure spirit was re- 
leased from its failing tenement and went to be with the Redeemer and the 
redeemed. on high. i i* . . i .t 

'Bro. Nicholls was one of the choicest .men of his Conference, beloved and 
highly respected by his brethren and by his people on every charge which he 
served. f • t 

At his funeral, splendid tributes were paid himfby Rev. J. O. Dobson, his 
former presiding elder, by Rev. Mr,. Spittell, pastor of the Congregational 
church of Alcester, Rev. J. B. Dibble, his successor at Parker, and by his pre- 
siding elder, Rev. J. P. Jenkins, u :> j . f 

Revs. A. Jamieson, Wm, Bartle, C. R. Keckler, A. E. Carhart,-,Rcv. Mr. 
Gilbert were among the ministerial brethren who attended thei funeral and 
acted as pall bearers, Bro. Nicholls leaves' a widow and two children to 
mourn the loss of a faithful husband and father. 
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SANFORD WASHBURN. 

Sanford Washburn was bom in the state of New York. His childhood 
days were passed on the farm, where he imbibed the sterling virtues of rural 
life. Moving to Illinois, he taught music in the academy at Newark. He 
matriculated at Evanston and graduated with the class of Bishop Fowler. 
His ministerial career opened on Downer’s Grove charge. Rock River Con- 
ference, which he served acceptably, and also the charges of Morris, Plano 
and Plainfield. The success of his work is indicted by his appointment to 
the presiding eldership of the Aurora District. 

On account of poor health, in 1881 moved to the territory of Dakota and 
settled at Rock Creek, now Riverside, where he took up a homestead, and 
where he resided for a number of years. His zeal for the Master led him in 
1883 to organize the Farwell class, composed of eight members, in the home of 
Thomas Smith. Here the precious seed fell upon good ground and the class 
grew and prospered. It was at great sacrifice and under peculiar difficulties 
that he made the long drives in order to care for the class. At the end of 
two years a school house was built which ever since has been used for 
preaching services. That it was a vine of the Master’s own planting is abun- 
dantly testified to by the continued spirituality and zeal of the class. 

In 1887 our Brother transferred from Rock River Conference to Dakota 
Conference and was successively appointed to the charges of Fulton, Plank- 
inton and Howard. Failing health again compelled him to lay aside the work he 
so much loved, and he in 1896 secured the position of adjuster of tax rates for 
the Northwestern Railway Company. 

He married Miss Addie Cromwell, who in two or three years was strick- 
en with consumption and left the fireside desolate and alone. He married a 
second time to Miss Mary Booth, by whom four children, two boys and two 
girls, were born, three of whom are practicing physicians today, the other is 
the wife of Mr. Kerr. These, with his bereaved companion and brethren, 
L mourn the departure of a Godly man, a true friend and a loving husband and 

! father. 



EMMA A. DAVIS. 

Emma Amy Smith was born in Rausler county. N. Y., January 30, 1845 
and died in Cavour, S. D., August 17, 1904, At an early age, she moved with 
her parents to Illinois where she was married to S. D. Davis, September 25, 
1860. Of this union were bom six children, two sons and four daughters. Of 
these, one son and three daughters are living. 

\] Brother and Sister Davis moved to Iowa in 1868, and in the fall of 1894 

came to St. Lawrence, S. D., where they faithfully served the church for five 
(, years. One year was spent in Elkton, one in Castle wood, two in Willow 

Lakes and one in Cavour; in each of these places Sister Davis endeared herself 
to the people. 

For many years she was a sufferer, and for three years she patiently en- 
dured great agony of body, rejoicing and testifying that as the Captain of pur 
salvation was made perfect through suffering, even so might she hope to enter 
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the heavenly home purified and perfected by suffering. For four long months 
Sister Davis sat on her couch enduring, praising God and waiting for the sum- 
mons. She longed to be at rest and sometimes during paroxysms of pain 
would say “Oh, Lord, how long?” but immediately add in self-reproach, 
“Any time. Lord, ’till it is enough.” To inquiring friends she would always 
say, “I am suffering, but God knows best. I am ready, and oh, it will be such 
a pleasure. It will be all right in heaven.” After midnight preceding her 
death. Sister Davis grew more restful and said to those about her, “I believe I 
am dying, but it is all right.” Soon after this, she exclaimed, “The end, the 
end,” and sank into a quiet sleep to awaken satisfied “with Jesus.” 

For 44 years a wife, for 40 years a mother, for 30 years sharing the vicis- 
situdes of a Methodist preacher’s life. Sister Davis has left a record which de- 
clares, “she hath done what she could.” The funeral service was conducted 
by Rev. T. H. Youngman in the church at Cavour and the remains interred in 
the cemetery at Huron.

LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION 



The Laymen’s Association of the Dakota Conference met in the Presby- 
terian church at Mitchell on Saturday, October 15, 1904, at 9:00. 

After devotional exercises led by Rev. R. N. Kratz. the regular program 
was taken up. 

Plan for a great Methodist forward movement. 

(a) Its evangelistic phase— how much? "What kind? What agencies to 
be employed? How best to be conducted? What results to be sought — V. 
T. Reynolds, Dell Rapids. 

(b) Its pastoral phase — What kind and how much pastoral labor does 
the best interests of the church demand as the laymen see it? — Hon. T. E. 
Blanchard, Pierre. 

(c) Its business and administrative phase — from the preacher’s point of 
view — Rev. S. T. Weaver, Sioux Falls. 

Christian Education. 

(a) Place and importance of Christian schools — C. B. Kennedy. 

(b) What ought Dakota University to do for Methodism? Should its 
scope be broadened? Should any new features be introduced? What should 
be its aims and ideals? — S. E, Morris, Redfield. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

After devotional exercises led by the president, the business of the ses- 
sion was taken up. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing year: 

President, H. G. Tilton, Vermillion. 

First Vice-President, D. F. Jones, Watertown. 

Second Vice-President, S. E. Morris, Redfield. 

Third Vice-President, J. M. Johnston, Garden City. 

Secretary, Wm. Carpenter, Andover. 

Treasurer, W. T. McConnell, Wessington Springs. 

Some unsettled questions which are up for discussion before the church 
at large: 

(1) Shall the bishops be districted? — G. F. Knappen, Sioux Falls. 

(2) Shall we elect bishops for special classes and races? — H. G. Tilton, 
Vermillion. 

Dr. Thomas Nicholson, by request, addressed the association on the work 
and needs of Dakota University. 

H. G. Tilton, delegate to the general conference, gave a very interesting 
report of the work of that body. 

The committee appointed to revise and publish the constitution reported 
the following: 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE LAY ASSOCIATION OF THE DAKOTA 

CONFERENCE. 



ARTICLE l.—Name. 

This organization shall be known as the Lay Association of the Dakota 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

ARTICLE II Oh;ec^. 

The object of the association shall be to promote Christian fellowship; 
to familiarize its members with the usage and enterprises of the church, and 
especially to engage their active co-operation and assistance in the cause of 
Christian education as represented by Dakota University at Mitchell, and to 
do such other things as the Association may decide upon from time to time. 

ARTICLE III.— Meetings. 

Sec. 1. A meeting of this Association shall be held each year at the time 
and place of meeting of the Dakota Annual Conference, and shall be called to 
order on the day and hour designated by the executive committee. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the president, with the con- 
currence of a majority of the officers of the association, and the secretary 
shall give five days notice to all members of time, place and object of meeting. 

All meetings shall be governed by such rules as may from time to time 
be adopted by the Association. 

ARTICLE IV.— Quorum. 

A majority of all members present at any session shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE V. — Membership. 

Sec. 1. The membership of this Association shall be composed of one 
delegate for every forty members, or piajor fraction thereof, of each charge, 
but each charge shall be entitled to at least one delegate, and shall be elected 
by the quarterly conference of each charge. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the secretary of such quarterly conference 
to transmit to the secretary of this association the names of the delegates and 
alternates immediately after their election. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies in the delegation of any charge may be filled by this 
Association from members of said charge who may be present. 

Sec. 4, Any person (not a traveling minister) who is a member in full 
connection of the Methodist church, shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE VI.— 0///cers. 

The officers of this Association shall be a president, a first, second and 
third vice-president, who shall be entitled to preside in the absence or dis- 
qualification of the president, in the order of their rank; a secretary and a 
treasurer, who shall be elected annually by ballot and shall hold their re- 
spective offices for the ensuing year, and until the close of the session suc- 
ceeding their election, and until their successors are elected and qualified; 
such officers shall be members of the succeeding session of the Association, 
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but shall not be entitled to vote unless they shall have been regularly elected 
delegates for that year. 

ARTICLES YU— Expenses and Collections. 

No collection shall be taken in this Association, except to defray necess- 
ary expenses, unless otherwise ordered by the Association. 

ARTICLE YllL— Committees. 

There shall be five standing committees, viz: An executive committee, 
a committee on Dakota University, a committee on state of the church, a com- 
mittee on resolutions, and a committee on nominations. 

The executive committee shall consist of the president, first vice-presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer. This committee shall prepare the program and 
make arrangements for the annual session next after their election, and per- 
form such other acts as are usual to an executive committee. 

The committees on Dakota University, on the State of the Church, on 
Resolutions, and on Nominations, shall consist of one member from each Pre- 
siding Elder’s district, and shall be elected, each by the delegates present, 
from his own district. If any district fails to have three delegates present 
the president shall appoint delegates at large to represent such district. 

The president shall appoint all special committees unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Association. 

The members of all of the above committees shall be ex-officio members 
of the next annual session of the Association, but shall not be entitled to vote 
upon a division unless they shall have been regularly elected delegates to 
that session. 

ARTICLE IX.— Amendments. 

This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting by a two-thirds 
vote of all the delegates present and voting.
